“This appears to be (Village Pres.) 
Jim Ryan’s pet project; it appears to 
be his goal in office,” said Hendricks, 
who spoke to the group Saturday at

“IT WAS VERY apparent they 
made no plans for the people on this 
block,” Hendricks said of the under­ 
pass plan recommended by the engi­ 
neering firm Metcalf & Eddy Inc. of 
Des Plaines. “There is no parking 
available for any of your customers. 
They have not given any thought to 
problems it would cause for existing 
businesses. They have failed to look 
into the impact on your businesses.” 
Besides reducing customer parking, 
central business district merchants 
oppose the underpass because it will 
force the closing of the Evergreen Av­ 
enue railroad crossing and eliminate 
several businesses’ frontage on North­ 
west Highway. 
Nine stores will be displaced if the 
underpass is built. 
HENDRICKS SAID it would be fu- 


tile for underpass opponents to hire 
an attorney and try to delay approval 
of the project with a court injunction 
because “the village has the right to 
do what they’re doing.” 
Robert W. Mills, president of the 
First Arlington National Bank, agreed 
with Hendricks that approval of the 
underpass plan is imminent at the 
Oct. 17 village board meeting. 
He recommended that merchants 
seek “a maximum amount of input 
into the final design of the project.”

Samuel K. Skinner, former U.S. at­ 
torney for the Northern District of Il­ 
linois, said the lack of closer adminis­ 
trative scrutiny of the Dept, of Public 
Aid and the Bureau of Employment 
Securities has contributed to the wel­ 
fare fraud draining millions in illegal 
benefits. 
“Not enough attention has been giv­ 
en in either system to the problem of 
fraud and abuse in the past,” Skinner 
said in an interview. “Past adminis­ 
trations have been worried about get­ 
ting the benefits out rather than being 
worried about whether the benefits 
are being legitimately obtained. 
“THE REAL PROBLEM I think is 
the administrations in the past have 
not paid enough attention to either 
one of these areas,” he said. “They 
have hoped they would go away and

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2 cosmonauts off on space station link 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet 
Union blai^ed two rookie cosmonauts 
into space Sunday to link up with a 
new space station in a mission mark­ 
ing the fu:^ Sputnik 20 years ago and 
the 60th anniversary of the Russian 
Revolution. 
Soyuz 25, carrying rookie cosmo­ 
nauts Vladimir Kovalenok and Valery 
Ryumin, lifted off from the same 
launch pad at Baikonur in Soviet Ka­ 
zakhstan where Sputnik 1, the world’s 
first artificial satellite, was fired into 
orbit 20 years ago Oct. 4. 
Soviet television showed film of the 


gray rocket’s takeoff through morning 
fog. Kovalenok, the mission com­ 
mander, gave a denched-fist salute to 
the camera as he walked aboard in 
his spacesuit. 
Tlie official Soviet News agency 
Tass said Soyuz 25, circling the earth 
every 90.2 minutes, was moving to­ 
ward a linkup with the new Salyut 6 
space station placed in orbit Sept. 29. 
AFTER FIVE Orbits, the Soviet 
agency said the Soyuz crew had car­ 
ried out “a flight path correction” 
that put them on an orbital mclination 
of 51.6 degrees at distances ranging 


from 197.5 miles to 173.9 miles above 
the earth. 
Kovalenok, the mission commander, 
“reported that the crew is implement­ 
ing the planned program of flight and 
that the cosmonauts feel well,” Tass 
said before the crewmen began a 
nine-hour rest period. 
Western observers said the Soyuz 25 
mission was clearly connected with 
the Sputnik 1 anniversary and the 
Nov. 7 celebration of the 60th anni­ 
versary of the Russian Revolution. 
TASS SAID the Kovalenok and Ryu­ 
min carried into space with them a

copy of the new Soviet national con­ 
stitution that was adopted by parlia­ 
ment last Friday. 


Air Force Gen. Vladimir Shatalov, a 
veteran of three space missions him­ 
self, told Tass Soyuz 25 had been 
placed into “a near-earth orbit” for 
Imkup with Salyut 6, which is orbiting 
the earth at distances ranging be­ 
tween 136.08 miles and 170.8 miles. 
Shatalov told television viewers in a 
c o m m e n t a r y accompanying the 
launch film shown later: “They are 
reporting everything normal but the 
truth is that everyone is always ner­ 
vous at a time like this. There is al­ 
ways something new on every mis­ 
sion.” 


SOYUZ 25 was the first staffed So­ 
viet spacecraft since last February’s 
mission that put veteran cosmonauts 
Col. Viktor Gorbatko and Lt. Col. Yuri 
Glazkov up for an 18-day tour on Sal­ 
yut 5. 


Western observers said the Soviets 
could be preparing a space spectacu­ 
lar to mark their Sputnik and Bolshe­ 
vik anniversaries — either by pro­ 
graming Sojmz 25 for a new spa­ 
ceflight endurance record of more 
than 63 days or by launching yet an­ 
other Salyut space station to link up 
with Salyut 6 and form a huge orbital 
laboratory. 


Tass said Kovalenok, 35, is a veter­ 
an air force pilot and paratrooper. His 
flight engineer Ryumin, 
38, has 
worked on developing and testing new 
space equipment. 


WESTERN SPACE experts will be 
monitoring the Soyuz 25 mission’s du­ 
ration closely for evidence that the 
Soviet space program has overcome 
difficulties that have drastically short­ 
ened the length of recent spaceflights. 
The February mission of Soyuz 24 
lasted only 18 days. Last October’s So­ 
yuz 23 mission was aborted only 48 
hours after launch, apparently be­ 
cause of a failure in linkup mecha­ 
nism and controls. A month before 
that, in September 1976, Soyuz 22 
spent only eight days in orbit.

Officers to testify to eanal pact security 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Supporters 
of President Carter’s Panama Canal 
treaties have found their own retired 
high ranking military officers who are 
expected to tell the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee Monday the 
agreements will not damage U.S. se­ 
curity.

his spacesuit. 
The official Soviet News agency 
Tass said Soyuz 25, circling the earth 
every 90.2 minutes, was moving to­ 
ward a linkup with the new Salyut 6 
space station placed in orbit Sept. 29. 
A FT ER F IV E orbits, the Soviet 
agency said the Soyuz crew had car­ 
ried out “ a flight path correction” 
that put them on an orbital Inclination 
of 51.6 degrees at distances ranging

Scott confirmed reports that he kept 
the cash political contributions from 
both Democrats and Republicans in 
his own safe deposit boses. In exis­ 
tence from 1967 to 1972, the fund at 
one point contained $48,900. 
Scott said he never has used the 
cash for personal use, but added he 
had no records to prove it. 
The fund was referred to in a court 
contest last July involving the attor­ 
ney general and his estranged wife, 
Mrs. Dorothy Humphrey, who were 
divorced in 1970. Mrs. Humphrey is 
seeking additional child support, and 
her attorney. Ward Fisher, raised the 
question in court of whether the funds 
were personal assets. 
Scott indicated the Internal Reve- 


nue Service has not questioned him 
about the funds. He said the IRS only 
would have an interest “if they could 
prove the funds were converted for 
personal use. And I never did that.” 
He said the money was kept in safe 
deposit boxes instead of bank ac­ 
counts for reasons of accessibility. 
“For instance, when I needed to run 
out and buy $1,000 worth of stamps to 
mail Christmas cards to precinct cap­ 
tains, which is certainly a political 
function, I would use that fund,” he 
said.

Hayter pushes 
for public on 
regional plans 


The Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission should increase the role 
of the general public in regional plan­ 
ing, says Virginia M. Hayter, Hoff­ 
man Estates village president and 
newly elected member of the agency. 
“Those of us elected Saturday are 
most conscious of the need to get back 
to our constituents,” Mrs. Hayter said 
Sunday. “That is the general climate 
of all those elected.” 
An assembly of 96 officials elected 
Mrs. Hayter and four other officials to 
the agency during a meeting at the 
Sheraton-0'Hare Motor Hotel in Rose­ 
mont. Also elected were Aurora May­ 
or Jack Hill, McHenry Shores Village 
Pres. Rose Lillegard, Naperville May­ 
or Chester Rybicki and Tower Lakes 
Village Pres. CVril Wagner. All terms 
run to the spring of 1979. 
THE OLTSPOKEM Mrs. Hayter 
said some current commission mem­ 
bers are doing their job with the 
people in mind. 
“Not all the commissioners are 
working as hard as they might,” she 
said. “Not all see their jobs as getting 
out to the people.” 
Partial reason for this could be the 
source of their appointments, she 
said. While some, like herself, are an­ 
swerable to local communities, others 
answer to agencies or offices that ap­ 
point them to the commission. The 25- 
member regional planning agency for 
Cook, Lake, DuPage, Kane, McHenry, 
and Will counties, is an advisory body 
only, but wields a “power of per. 
suasion” over municipal development 
and the acquisition by municipalities 
of federal grants. In addition, it acts 
as liaison among local, regional, state 
and federal agencies, and furnishes 
planning assistance to municipalities. 
NOT ONLY SHOULD the public be­ 
come more involved, Mrs. Hayter also 
said the commission ought to become 
more visible, because of tile “per­ 
suasive power” it wields. 
The commission is perhaps less 
known and understood in the North­ 
west suburbs than elsewhere, she 
said, speculating that the strength of

Asked how the commission could 
help the Northwest suburbs more, 
Mrs Hayter said the commission al­ 
ready has a “full agenda” with up­ 
coming major region wide decisions 
regarding housing, land use, water al­ 
location and water pollution. She said 
she hasn't thought specifically about 
potential aid to the Northwest sub­ 
urbs. 


Her role as Hoffman Estates village 
president will complement her role as 
commissioner, and vice versa, she 
said. 


FROM HER EXPERIENCE as a 
municipal leader, she understands the 
difficulties of generating community 
involvement, she said, and from her 
role as commissioner, she hopes to 
find new ways of bringing public opin­ 
ion to bear upon decision making. 
One possible means might be to 
hold meetings to which citizens would 
be invited. 
Other 
public 
groups, 
agencies or municipalities might help 
plan and carry out the meetings, 
thus easing the burden of any one of 
them and increasing the value of opin­ 
ions voiced at the meetings, she said. 
Such meetings would be “informa­ 
tional and consensus meetings,” she 
said. “We would say to the people, 
‘Here is the problem, here are some 
of the alternatives, what do you 
think?’ ” 
“I can't emphasize enough the need 
for people to come to such meetings 
and make their opinions known,” she

Aiflngton Haights 
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Underpasses—one loved, one shunned

As opposition to plans for an under­ 
pass in Arlington Heights grows, the 
December opening of a $5.5 million 
underpass 15 miles away is eagerly 
awaited by the businessmen and resi­ 
dents of Elm hurst. 
In Elm hurst, the underpass, begun 
in August 1976, is visualized as a 
much-needed by-pass for emergency 
vehicles and through traffic attempt­ 
ing to avoid the congested down­ 
town area. It also is expected to boost 
downtown business. 
In Arlington Heights, the chamber 
of commerce is leading the opposition 
to plans for running Arlington Heights 
Road under the Chicago and North- 
Western Ry. tracks with Northwest 
Highway depressed to the same level 
as Arlington Heights Road. 
The village board is scheduled to 
vote on the underpass proposal Oct. 17 
and indications are trustees w ill pro­ 
ceed with final engineering plans and 
attempts to get the federal govern­ 
ment to finance 70 per cent of the 
cost. 
to finance 70 per cent of the cost. 
The plan recommended by the engi­ 
neering firm of M etcalf & Eddy, Inc., 
of Des Plaines, was estimated at $3.7 
m illion in 1975. 
The general residential community 
of Arlington Heights has been rela­ 
tively quiet on the underpass issue, 
despite the fact that as taxpayers 
they m ay have to pay for about 15 per 
cent of the project, which may end up 
costing as much as $10 m illion. 
LLM H LR ST HAD 
TH E 
commu­ 
nity’s support; without it, the project 
would not have been started. Part of 
the Illinois Commerce Commission s 
order in 1974 insisted that construction 
of an underpass there be subject to 
voter approval 
before $837,000 
in 
state funds could be committed to the 
project. 
In Ju ly 1974, 40 per cent of Elm ­ 
hurst's registered voters went to the 
polls and 60 per cent of the 8,300 vot­ 
ers approved the city’s issuance of 
$3.5 m illion worth of bonds to finance 
an underpass. 
Since then, faderal financing has 
been obtained and ti*; city’s share is 
expected to drop to about $1.2 m illion. 
TH E BU SIN ESS community of Elm ­ 
hurst also encouraged the passage on 
the bond issue, Rollin C. Sm ith, direc­ 
tor of the chamber of commerce, 
said. 


‘ ‘ T h e businessmen wanted it.” 
Smith said. ‘ For too long their cus­ 
tomers complained about the long 
waits at the railroad crossings.” 
The Elm hurst underpass at Ken­ 
ilworth Avenue not 
only 
improves 
access to the business district by al­ 
lowing shoppers to avoid blocked ra il­ 
road crossings but also serves as a 
quick by-pass for nonshoppers who 


now use York Street to get through 
the city. The Kenilworth Avenue un­ 
derpass is just one block east of York 
Street. 
York and Addison streets, which con­ 
stitute the heart of downtown Elm ­ 
hurst, are very congested by the com­ 
bination of large traffic volumes, stop­ 
lights parallel parkers and blocked 
railroad crossings. 
Ridding the two main streets of 
through traffic is bound to improve 
business, most downtown merchants 
agree. 
“ I ’ve lost some business the past 
year because people are aggravated 
by all the construction, but I think it’s 
going to help us in the long run,” said 
H arry Karales, owner of 
Chipain's 
sporting goods store at 126 N. York St.

crossings 
are much more of a problem in Elm ­ 
hurst than in Arlington Heights w here 
on weekdays 69 commuter and eight 
freight trains pass through the down­ 
town area. In Elm hurst, the situation 
is aggravated by long, slow-moving 
freight trains pulling in and out of the 
nearby Proviso rail yards. About 30 
commuter trains also stop in down­ 
town Elm hurst on weekdays. 
Ambulances must gamble on taking 
the shortest route to Mem orial Hospi­ 
tal of DuPage County through the 
downtown area or the longer routes 
via the Eisenhower Expressway or III. 
Rte. 83 and North Avenue to avoid 
trains. 
“ Right now these 
freight trains 
start hitting their brakes at V illa 


Park and they slow to a craw l as they 
go through here,” Karales said. “ You 
can easily wait 15-20 minutes for a 
freight to clear York Street and then 
as that one clears off, you’ve got an­ 
other one coming out of the Proviso 
yards at 2 miles per hour.” 
Construction of the underpass since 
August 1976 has caused the greatest 
inconvenience for businesses on First 
Avenue, which hugs the north side of

the railroad tracks and has been 
closed for slightly more than a year. 
AT TH E ACE H ARD W ARE Store, 
which now sits at the top of the high- 
banked underpass, business has been 
down about 30 per cent, owner Em ory 
Haultgren said. 
“ Ifs been hard on us, but that’s 
progress I guess. I think the advan­ 
tages w ill be tremendous once it’s fin­ 
ished,” Haultgren said. 
His neighbors are less enthusiastic 
about the future. The owner of a light 
fixtures store refused to discuss it and 
Herbert Brook, the owner of M iracle 
Cleaners, advised Arlington Heights 
to “ take a good hard look and try not 
to hurt the businessmen.” 
“ My business has been down about 
25 per cert. I ’m surprised it wasn’t 
downmore,” Brook said. “ And the 
guys over on York (Street) are dying. 
They were all for it, but not since 
thev Hosed +se streets (during con­ 
struction )/* Brook said. 
H O W EVER, A half-dozen business­ 
men on York street said sales only 
have been affected slightly and they 
expect business to swell once the un­ 
derpass is completed. 
“ W e’re all very optim istic it w ill be 
better when the underpass is done,” 
said Dino Munger, owner of the Para­ 
dise Restaurant. 
But unlike the Arlington Heights un­ 
derpass proposal, no streets in down­ 
town Elm hurst w ill be closed after the 
project is completed. Most of the op­ 
position in Arlington Heights stems 
from the related need to close the E v ­ 
ergreen Avenue railroad crossing and 
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Bulldozer forms the Elmhurst underpass.

Documents obtained under the Free­ 
dom of Information Act by attorneys for an ex-soldier interrogated 
with LSD mentioned that the Soviet Union was experimenting with 
50 million units it had bought from the Swiss lab. The documents, 
however, did not detail Soviet interest in the hallucinatory drug! 
But they said Russian interest in LSD prompted the Army In­ 
telligence Board and the Chemical Laboratory to begin ex­ 
periments in 1955. On Friday, Jam es Thomwell, 40, of Oakland, 
Calif., said that white he was a soldier in 1961 he was surrepti­ 
tiously given LSD as part of an army interrogation in Europe that 
left him psychologically disabled.

Obasanjo, scheduled to arrive this evening, has both aid and con­ 
demnation of South Africa and Rhodesia high on his agenda for 
his talks with President Carter Tuesday, according to Nigerian 
Ambassador Olujimi Jolroso. Asked if a new initiative concerning 
blacks in South Africa itself is planned, Joloso told reporters 
Nigeria expects “as a result of this meeting, something positive 
will arise.” Nigeria is the only African country President Carter 
v. ill visit during his four continent trip in November.

Helmeted members of the American Nazi Party chanting “white 
power” battled opponents in two violent weekend incidents in Cali­ 
fornia. Ten party members marched into a rally in an Oakland 
park where 3,000 persons were demonstrating Saturday against 
white engineer Allan Bakke's court move to enter a University of 
California medical school on grounds he was barred because of a 
minority admissions program. In San Jose, meanwhile, Nazis who 
had gained a rally permit in an uproarious city council session 
clashed with foes in an egg, rock and fist-throwing brawl Saturday 
in which eight persons were arrested. There were bloody noses 
and other injuries in the Oakland incident, which began when the 
group of Nazis, wearing brown shifts and boots, marched into the 
ant -Brkke rally in San Antonio Park in drill formation, shouting 
• White Power Now” and carrying signs saying “Bakke Equals 
White Power.”

An FBI report says Cuban espionage agents operating in the 
United States and Canada gave limited help to the Weather Under­ 
ground in the late 1960s and early 1970s, it was reported Sunday. 
The militant antiwar organization also received some technical aid 
irom North Vietnam, according to the 40O-page report, but the FBI 
found no evidence that the Soviet Union or China ever tried to stir 
up U.S. dissidents, the New York Times reported. A Justice Dept, 
spokesman confirmed a report was prepared about a year ago by 
the FBI's Chicago office “linking the Cubans and Castro with the 
Weathermen.” An FBI spokesman said it had been “alluded to in 
the media several months ago,” but he declined to comment fur­ 
ther. 


LHA deadline extension studied 


Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell said Sunday the Justice Dept, is pre­ 
paring an opinion on whether the Constitution permits a deadline 
exertion for ratification of the proposed Equal Rights Amend­ 
ment. Bell said the opinion on ERA was requested by the White 
House — which supports the amendment — and he expects depart­ 
ment attorneys to complete it within a week to IO days. “They’ve 
been working on it for almost two weeks,” Bell said in an inter­ 
wove on NBC-TV’s “Meet the* Press” program. The proposed 27th 
amendment to the Constitution has been ratified by 35 of the re­ 
quired 3P states, but backers have little hope of finding three more 
states before the seven-year period allowed for ratification expires 
in March, 1979. 


U.S. USD tests Russian incited 


Reports that Russia had bought 50 million doses of LSD from a 
Swiss laboratory triggered a series of U.S. Army tests with the 
drug, it was disclosed Sunday. Documents obtained under the Free­ 
dom of Information Act by attorneys for an ex-soldier interrogated 
with LSD mentioned that the Soviet Union was experimenting with 
50 million units it had bought from the Swiss lab. The documents, 
however, did not detail Soviet interest in the hallucinatory drug. 
Bu* they said Russian interest in LSD prompted the Army In- 
teRigence Board and the Chemical Laboratory to begin ex­ 
periments in 1955. On Friday, James Thomweil, 40, of Oakland, 
Calif., said that while he was a soldier in 1961 he was surrepti­ 
tiously given LSD as part of an army interrogation in Europe that 
left him psychologically disabled.

In a separate de­ 
legation also received by the Pope 
was Christian militant leader Pierre 
Gemayel, leader of the fight against 
Moslems and Palestinians in Leba­ 
non. 
The Pope referred to the Lebanese 
fighting in a French language dis­ 
course during the canonization Mass. 
“The fermnt of recent events brings 
deep lines to the face and throw’s a 
serious shadow on the road toward 
peace,” the Pope said. “But you 
know our sympathy and affection are 
constantly with you and you hold a 
firm faith in the renewed cooperation 
among all the children of Lebanon.” 
Nakhlouf, a monk of the Maronite 
order, was born in 1823 at Bega’ Kaf- 
ra and spent the last 23 years of his 
life living as a hermit. He died on 
Christmas Eve 1893. 
During his period as a hermit he 
never appeared in public with his face 
exposed. 
He was made a “blessed” of the 
church in Vatican ceremonies in 1965 
because of his renowed humility and 
numerous miracles attributed to his 
intercession following his death.

books and cover material in different 
sequences and at different paces, 
Cheri often was ahead of or behind 
new classmates through no fault of 
her own, Mrs. Loop said. 


When she transferred to a Pennsyl­ 
vania school midway through third 
grade, Cheri’s new classmates were 
still priting though she had learned to 
still printing though she had learned 
to write script earlier in the year in 


“ I kept getting those little notes 
home saying we do not do cursive 
writing until the fourth grade,” she 
recalled. “ I had to tell Cheri to print 
and then sent a note to her teacher 
telling her I had done so.” 


Cheri simply resigned herself to 
printing and to this day still prints 
when she has a letter to write, she 
said. 


SHE ALSO RESIGNED herself to 
rereading history and readings texts 
as the family moved from district to 
district, Cheri said. When she told her 
teachers she had read the books be­ 
fore they told her to read them again 
because they were all they had, she 
said. 


“ I was bored, but there wasn't 
much I could do about it,” Cheri said. 


Nor was there much she or her par­ 


ents could do when she was delayed a 
year starting her foreign language 
study in junior high school. 


THE OHIO SCHOOL she entered in 
eighth grade offered beginning for­ 
eign language instruction for seventh 
graders, but would not allow her to 
enter the class as an eighth grader 
because they said it would “ mess up 
the records,” Cheri said. Instead, she 
was placed in an accelerated reading 
class and had to wait until she started 
high school to take a foreign lan­ 
guage. 


Still, some of Cheri’s biggest prob­ 
lems were social rather than academ­ 
ic. Mrs. Loop said she still wonders 
what impact this had on her daughter. 


In moving from the South to the 
North Cheri found herself ridiculed 
because of her accent and her cloth­ 
ing, and she remembers being alone a 
lot. 


“ In the South we wore anklets be­ 
cause knee socks were uncomfortable 
in the heat, but I found out quickly 
that anklets didn’t go over big in 
Ohio,” Cheri said. 


She was in ninth grade before she 
finally developed close friendships 
and her dream when she was younger 
was that her family would “ stay put,” 
she said.

25 students transfer in and out of her 
fourth grade Muir School class in a 
single year. From a class that started 
with 18 students last September, she 
said she lost seven children and 
gained 12 before the year was out. 
The attitude of school and staff is 
essential to coping with the turnover. 
“ We take the attitude that we’re 
happy to see them come and sorry to 
see them go” Osterberger said. “ We 
try to be very aware and accepting 
and don’t look upon the turnover as a 
burden.” 
THE ID EA IS TO make the children 
feel immediately welcome in their 
new school and indivudualize pro­ 
grams to meet their academic needs 
as quickly as possible. 
The latter is not always easy be­ 
cause it can take anywhere from two 
days to six weeks to forever to obtain 
a new student’s academic records. 
When they finally arrive, they may or 
may not tell school officials what they 
need to know to place the youngster. 
In one instance, a sixth grade boy 
transferred into 
Prospect Heights 
Dist. 23 reading at a first grade level. 
Recent achievement test scores were 
the only information forwarded on 
h i m , A s s i s t a n t Supt. Gerald 
McGovern said. 
After two months of calling and 
writing letters asking Chicago school 
personnel for more information on the 
boy, Dist. 23 obtained the results of 
psychological tests the boy took while 
in kindergarten, McGovern said. By 
now it was May and too late to update 
the test. 
“ If that were a patient with health 
problems he would die before we 
could prescribe services,” he said. 
BECAUSE OF experiences like this 
one, teachers at Muir School in 
Schaumburg generally assume aca­ 
demic records are not coming and im­ 
mediately do whatever testing is nec­ 
essary to determine where to place 
new children in reading and math 
Mrs. Ballard said. 
“ You waste too much time if you 
don’t place the child quickly and ac­ 
curately because some of them are 
with us only two or three months,” 
she said. “ We never assume we’re go­ 
ing to have a child long enough to 
help him next year or even next 
week.” 
To discover gaps students may have 
in hteir basic skills because of switch­ 
ing schools, teachers at Muir rely on 
short, homemade tests. 
“ We have kids in the fourth grade 
who are in their sixth or seventh 
school,” she said. “ There’s no way we 
can assume they know anything.” 
She recalled one third grade student 
she got who was reading at a fifth 
grade level but could not recite the 
alphabet. 
“ So metimes I’m frig htened to see 
bo w fa r children ha v e co me in scho o l 


and how little they have mastered,” 
Mrs. Ballard said. 
WITH so many students moving 
from school to school, teachers must 
learn to take a child coming in at any 
skill level, pick him up where he is 
and exit him at another skill level 
down the line, Ronald Warwick, pro­ 
fessor at National College of Educa­ 
tion in Evanston, said. 
“ When he leaves we must be able to 
send out accurate records of his per­ 
formance so future teachers know ex­ 
actly what skills he has mastered and 
where he needs help” the former as­ 
sistant 
superintendent 
in 
Buffalo 
Grove-Long Grove Dist. 96 said. “ Skill 
level and not grade level is what’s im­ 
portant when you’re getting so many 
different students in and out all the 
time.” 


A survey taken at Schaumburg’s 
Armstrong School in June showed that 
only 25 of the 100 kindergartners who 
started there six years ago were still 
at the school, Principal Osterberger 
said. 


AND IN Elgin Area Unit Dist. 46, 
about half of the 1,820 eighth graders 
graduating in 1973 bad been in the dis­ 
trict since kindergarten, Robert Boyd, 
pupil personnel director, said. 
“ The turnover in the district is 
higher than these numbers indicate,” 
he said. “ Maybe people come in two 
types — movers and stayers.” 


Some students who move regularly 
tend to show up on school social work­ 
ers’ caseloads, officials say. In these 
cases, however, the move isn’t the 
child’s only problem. Most likely, the 
move follows a divorce or separation 
or is the result of family financial dif­ 
ficulties. 
“ If the children feel th family unit 
isn’t stable, it shakes their self con­ 
fidence,” Marty Lacey, social worker 
at Willow Bend School in Rolling 
Meadows, 
said. 
“ The child 
who 
doesn’t have a good Self concept to 
begin with runs into big problems 
when he’s placed in unfa milia r sur­ 
roundings.” 
W HERE FA M ILIES have no real 
feeling of permanence or belonging, 
children often are affected to the 
point where they won’t try to make 
friends, she said. 
“ They don’t want to be hurt so they 
adopt the attitude that making friends 
isn’t worth the effort,” Mrs. Lacey 
said.“ They take an almost aggressive 
stand of ‘I don’t care if people like 
me or not’ when in truth they do care 
very much.”

The dream of children that their 
families will settle down and live in 
one place forever is an unlikely one 
for the average American. 


The U.S. Bureau of the Census esti­ 
mates that the average American 
moves 14 times during his lifetime.

25 students transfer in and out of her 
fourth grade Muir School class in a 
single year. From a class that started 
with 18 students last September, she 
said she lost seven children and 
gained 12 before the year was out. 
The attitude cf school and staff is 
essential to coping with the turnover. 
“ We take the attitude that we’re 
happy to see them come and sorry to 
see them go” Osterberger said. “ We 
try to be very aware and accepting 
and don’t look upon the turnover as a 
burden.”

who or what will be at the other end 
Of the telephone line.

We need enlight­ 
ened people to make that happen.’’ 
Brunner and his team of BCA in­ 
vestigators and attorneys have waged 
their moral wars in Chicago city pre­ 
cincts and suburban forest preserves.

“ One of the most important lessons 
I ve learned in seven years at this job 
is the importance of having honest, 
intelligent, hard working people in 
key positions in the suburbs. 
“ The obscure man on a zoning 
board is one that’s terribly important 
because he confronts the threshold is­ 
sues. When you decide to put high-rise 
buildings in a suburban area planned 
for single-family homes you are saddl­ 
ing an area with problems of sewers, 
schools and urban blight that people 
will be living with for 30 years.”

sonnel at the caseworker level and in­ 
effective law enforcement surround 
the problem. 
“ It appears to me L,at one of the 
major things that can be done to stop 
fraud and abuse is to get qualified 
people working at the caseworker lev­ 
el both in the unemployment system 
and the public aid system/* Skinner 
said. 
He said a new state personnel rule 
also has contributed to the problem 
because it encourages promotion on 
the basis of seniority rather than 
merit. 
“I THINK W E have to address that. 
The job of caseworker is a very pro­ 
fessional job and I think the thing we 
will be looking at is if there are ways 
to retain qualified people who have 
demonstrated ability/* he said. 
Lack of effective enforcement and 
punishment of welfare cheaters “ is 
very critical,” he said.

The Illinois Appellate Court 
ruling against firms which tow 
improperly parked autos from 
private property goes much too 
far in trying to eliminate admit­ 
ted abuses. 
The court has ruled that it is 
illegal for a towing firm to de­ 
mand payment of towing fees 
before returning a car that has 
been towed from a private lot. 
The decision is likely either to 
put towing firms out of business 
or force owners of private lots to 
pay towing fees to rid their lots 
of lawless parkers. 
There is no question that pri­ 
vate towing firms have in tile 
past abused persons whose cars 
they towed. The cases involving 
the infamous Lincoln Towing 
Service in Chicago are legend. 
The abuses — which include 
charging outrageous fees and 
threatening those who don’t pay 
— do not mean, however, that 


there is no place for private tow­ 
ing firms. 
W hat, after all, is the ow lier of 
an apartment complex or busi­ 
ness to do if the parking spaces 
provided for his tenants or em­ 
ployes are taken up by out­ 
siders? W ithout recourse to pri­ 
vate towing companies, parking 
lot owners are helpless. 
What is needed are rules regu­ 
lating private towing companies 
by requiring insurance and lim­ 
iting the amount they are per­ 
mitted to charge for the return 
of a car. 
In addition, rules 
should make clear that parking 
lots must be marked if they are 
patrolled by towing firms 
so 
drivers will have fair warning of 
their possible fate. 
It makes sense to eliminate 
abuses by towing firms, but in 
modern urban society it makes 
no sense to eliminate towing 
firms entirely.

She tried to have a wart on her chin 
removed, but it flourished.

The second marriage produced five 
daughters.

She wanted more. Emogene was ai 
months old when her mother stirred 
rat poison in the milk. The baby died 
overnight. Rhonda — poor Rhonda — 
was overwhelmed with pity and af­ 
fection. She bathed herself in sympa­ 
thy. 
There was another little girl. She 
died of jaundice before she was one. 
Her current husband, George Garrett, 
drank a lot of cheap booze. His wife 
poured the drinks. In three days, 
George

dead. 
1‘Pneumonia, 
Rhonda Belle said. 
SHE WAS NOT A bright girl, but

she learned how to use the medical 
profession. In each case of high fever, 
vomiting and paralysis, she called a 
different doctor each day. The last 
o n e signed a 
“natural 
causes'* 
death certificate. 
She had two pretty little girls, Caro­ 
lyn and Ellyn Elizabeth. Momma 
made pretty frocks on an old treadle 
sewing machine and sent them to 
school w ith pink bows7 in their hair. It 
was dull. 
Carolyn died in three days. “She ate 
too much candy at a birthday party,** 
Rhonda Belle said. “ It gave her com­ 
plications.’’ She began to bun’ her 
loved ones in adjoining plots. The 
woman's goal altered. She wanted to 
make people sick, then nurse them 
back to health. 
She poisoned Ellyn, It, a bit at a 
time. The child required one year to 
d i e . 
Rhonda 
Belle 
nursed 
her 
diligently. “She needed me,** she said. 
Then the child “went to heaven.” 
Five other daughters — Rhonda en­ 
joyed repetitive pregnancies —■ ex­ 
pired of what mother called “natural 
causes.” 


SHE RAN OUT OF kids. So she 
moved in with her mother. Mary Gib­ 
bons. and poisoned the old lady’s cof­ 
fee. Grandma w’as buried next to the 
kiddies. Rhonda decided that there 
must be something to all this drinking 
and carousing, so she became a 
drunken prostitute. 
The date on grandma's tombstone 


says: “Feb. 1W4.” There was a big 
war on. Also a small one inside a 
woman's head. She seduced a middle­ 
aged male nurse and sweet-talked 
him into marriage. Ronda Belle be­ 
came depressed. The male nurse 
asked why she had so much “hard 
luck.” 
She charged him with a kitchen 
knife. Talmade Gebson ran for cover 
and got a divorce. Rhonda Belle mar­ 
ried a shop foreman from Selma. He 
had a giggling son named Ronald, 
who was serving a hitch in the Navy. 
When the kid came home on leave 
Rhonda Belle seduced him. Daddy be­ 
came so sick he was placed in a hos­ 
pital. His wife brought him special 
coffee every day. The doctors said he 
died of an “obscure nervous dis­ 
order.** 
SHE MARRIED the son. Life was 
booze and sex. Ronald was too vigor­ 
ous for Rhonda Belle, so he got spe­ 
cial coffee. This slowed him. At the 
veterans hospital in Biloxi, no one 
could diagnose his illness. Every day, 
his dutiful wife drove two hours to vis­ 
it and bring coffee. 
One day a resident noticed white 
ringlets on Ronald's fingernails. He 
suspected arsenic poisoning. His wife 
was told “no visitors allowed.” Police 
chemists examined his hair and found 
arsenic. 
Rhonda Belle was arrested. She was 
52. Her trial lasted one day. She con­ 
fessed to poisoning two husbands, 
three daughters and her mother. That 
was enough for Alabama. 
She sat serenely in the electric 
chair. Someone placed a black hood 
over her head. Rhonda Belle braced 
herself. A switch was thrown. Nothing 
happened. Poor Rhonda Belle. She 
had to wait IO minutes for an elec­ 
trician to locate a short circuit. . .

W A S H I N G T O N <UPI) - This 
year’s international award for creat­ 
ive thinking surely must go to Prince 
M o h a m m e d Al Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia. 


His plan for outfitting icebergs with 
paddlewheels, a la Mississippi riv- 
erboat, and sailing them from Antarc­ 
tica to the Arabian Peninsula is truly 
a brilliant concept, even if Faisal isn’t 
being feasible.

The Arlington library receives such heavy 
out of town use liecause it is a larger, better stocked facility than 
many of its neighbors. Library taxes in Arlington Heights are also 
higher than in other communities. 
One possible solution to this problem would be to form a regional 
library district covering all the Northwest suburbs, with present 
local libraries serving as branches. Library taxes could be equal­ 
ized throughout the area. Is this a good idea? Or would local 
libraries lose too much local identity? Should residents of com­ 
munities which pay less library tax than Arlington Heights be 
charged if they use the Arlington library?

fiscal year total circulation of mate­ 
rials from the Arlington Heights Li­ 
brary was 780,889 and of that figure 
total reciprocal borrowing represent­ 
ed 89,747, or a little over ll per cent. 
That’s not an insignificant figure, but 
hardly the immense “abuse” that the 
Daily Herald story suggests. Or, to 
put it another way, out of every IOO 
books checked out, 89 were loaned to 
Arlington Heights citizens. 


There is another element, which I 
also mentioned to the reporter but 
which does not appear in the article. 
The Arlington Heights Memorial Li­ 
brary does not accept reserves from 
reciprocal borrowers, so the chance 
that an Arlington Heights patron is 
being denied a best seller (the most 
asked-for titles) because a reciprocal 
borrower has the book out, is further 
diminished. 


In 1976 the Arlington Heights Me­ 
morial Library received $42,853.50

from the North Suburban Library Sy- 
sem for its reciprocal borrow’ing ac­ 
tivity, money which was put right 
back into the library fund. 


Our membership in the system is a 
very real benefit to Arlington Heights 
citizens. In 1976 our citizens borrow’ed 
I,719 16mm films, received 514 maga­ 
zine articles, and obtained 1,097 books 
through Inter-Library Loan, all made 
possible by our membership in the 
system. Our patrons also borrowed 
II,352 books from other libraries. 
All the above paragrphs are not to 
suggest that the reciprocal borrowig 
matter is not a serious concern, but in 
fairness it should be noted that it is 
definitely not a one way street and 
The Daily Herald article unfortunate­ 
ly presented a decidedly lop-sided 
viewpoint.

A member of the Presid en t’s Adv i­ 
sory Committee on Nation al Health 
In su ran ce pred icts the n ation al health 
plan Presid en t Carter sen d s to Con ­ 
gress this win ter “will be the plan of 
a fiscal con serv ativ e.” 
Charles A. San d ers, gen eral d irec­ 
tor of Masachu setts Gen eral Hospital 
an d a member of the 33-member n a­ 
tion al ad v isory pan el formed last 
April, said the plan ad v an ced by the 
Carter ad min istration is likely in - 
itially to ad d ress on ly a limited area 
of health care — su ch as matern al 
an d child health — before ex ten d in g 
to the popu lation at large. 
Su ch a play “meshes both in terms 
of n eed s an d politics,” Dr. San d ers 
said , pred ictin g it wou ld be “a n u m­ 
ber of y ears,” perhaps 10 or 12, before 
tha n ation had a v ery compr^ien siv e 
program. 
SANDERS’ REMARKS came as the 
Carter ad min istration began try in g to 
elicit the pu blic’s su ggestion s on the 
possible format of a n ation al health 
in su ran ce program. Pu blic hearin gs 
will be con d u cted in the n ex t fou r 
weeks by the fed eral Departmen t of 
Health, Ed u cation an d Welfare. 
Carter campaign ed in 1976 on a 
Democratic platform which ad v ocated 
a u n iv ersal, man d atory program of 
n ation al health in su ran ce with com­ 
prehen siv e ben efits. He said his pro- 
pose d program, to be fin an ced 
throu gh employ er an d pay roll tax es 
as well as gen eral tax rev en u es, 
wou ld in clu d e preset phy sician fees. 
At on e poin t in the campaign he said 
the plan wou ld be phased in ov er a 
fou r-y ear period , with in itial cov erage 
goin g to those “most in n eed .” 
Tod ay , the Carter ad min istration is 
say in g a plan shou ld “be phased in as 
rapid ly as rev en u es permit.” The ad ­ 
min istration also appears to be back­ 
in g away from campaign rhetoric in 
its d efin ition of cru cial issu es su r­ 
rou n d in g n ation al health. 
IN A “STATEMENT OF of issu es” 
from HEW Sec. Joseph Califan o, the 
followin g qu estion s are thrown open 
for pu blic d ebate d u rin g the comin g 
hearin gs:

PRESIDENTS 
Ad v isory 
Committee on Nation al Health In su r­ 
an ce will begin “workin g session s” in 
Washin gton . San d ers said sev eral 
plan s, d ifferin g in su bstan ce, wou ld 
emerge from the committee. Mem­ 
bers of the grou p represen t a broad 
ran ge of v iews on n ation al health in ­ 
su ran ce. 
Stressin g cost oon oems, San d ers 
said startin g with a matern al an d 
child program wou ld limit in itial fi­ 
n an cial liability . 
“If we start with ju st a segmen t,” 
he said , “We hav e a fin ite grou p, easy 
to d efin e, clearly in n eed , an d politi­ 
cally v ery acceptable. Begin n in g that 
way we can limit ou r fin an cial ex ­ 
posu re an d learn the sy stem.” 


Thirty y ears ago, 13 d eep thin kers 
took a look at the state of the Ameri­ 
can press an d its prospects for re­ 
main in g free. Their v erd ict on both 
poin ts: n ot great. 
Head ed by Robert M. Hu tchin s, 
chan cellor of the Un iv ersity of Chi­ 
cago, this Commission on Freed om of 
the Press was star-stu d d ed . Zechariah 
Chafee Jr., an d Harold D. Lasswell, 
professors of law at Harv ard an d 
Yale; Archibald MacLcish, poet an d 
pu blic serv an t; Rcin bold Niebu hr, 
philosopher; an d Arthu r M. Schlesi­ 
n ger, historian , were members. An d 
n ot a jou rn alist in the lot. 
In its report, “A Free an d Respon ­ 
sible Press,” the commission a^ed : 
“Is the freed om of the press in d an ­ 
ger?” Yes, it said , an d it gav e three 
rcascms. 
FIRST, THE DEVELOPMENT of 
mass commu n ication s has in creased 
v astly the importan ce of the press in 
American life. Secon d , that same d e- 
v el^men t had d imin ished the oppor­ 
tu n ity to ex press d iv erse opin ion s an d 
id eas throu gh the press. An d third , 
those who ran the press “hav e en ­ 
gaged from time to time in practices 
which society con d ems an d which, if 
con tin u ed , it in ev itably will u n d erlie 
to regu late an d con trol.” 
That was thirty y ears ago. Man y of 
the commission ’s fin d in gs are of on ly 
historical in terest. The cry stal ball 
was, as alway s, clou d ed . 
In d iscu ssin g commu n ication s tech­ 
n ology , f or ex ample, the commission 
was fascin ated by 
t t i e 
facsimile n ews­ 
paper — a paper that “wou ld d rop, 
au tomatically fold ed , from the home 
rad io receiv er” — which is abou t as 
d istan t tod ay as it was then . At the 
same time, while recogn izin g that 
telev ision had a bright fu tu re, they 
clearly d id n ot an ticipate what a force 
it wou ld become in the n ews bu sin ess. 
Nev ertheless, the commission often 
was on target. Its main con cern was 
the con cen tration of power in the 
press an d the restrictiv e effect this 
had on the free flow of opin ion an d 
id eas. 
IT NOTED THAT WHEN the First 
Amen d men t gu aran tee of a fi*ee press 
was written . It was fairly easy for the 
man with somethin g to say to get It 
pu blished . An d if he cou ld n ’t fin d 
someon e who wou ld pu blish his id eas. 
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he d id n ’t n eed mu ch capital to start a 
n ewspaper of his own . 
Bu t as the cou n try grew an d mass 
circu lation papers came in to bein g the 
situ ation chan ged . The v olu me of each 
med ia v oice rose to a shou t, bu t the 
n u mber of v oices in proportion to the 
literate pc^u latk» d win d led . 
That tren d was operatin g when the 
commsssion stu d ied the {» ress, an d it 
con tin u es tod ay . The commissi<m was 
con cern ed that on ly 117 cities had 
competin g d aily n ewspapers. The 
n u mber is mu ch lower n ow. Chain 
own ership, which also worried the 
commission , still is in creasii^. 
Sin ce the commission ’s report, tele- 
v isl<m has come in to its own as a 
n ews med iu m. Bu t that wou ld n ot d i­ 


min ish the commission ’s con cern ov er 
con cen tration , sin ce there is d u al own ­ 
ership of the press an d telev ision in 
man y commu n ities, an d the n ation ’s 
d iet of telev ised n ation al an d in ter­ 
n ation al n ews comes almost en tirely 
from ju st three sou rces: the n etworks. 
WHAT THE COMMISSION stressed 
throu ghou t its report was that the 
^w in g con cen tratiwi of power car­ 
ried with it in creasin g respon sibility . 
It was the d u ty of the commu n ication s 
lord s, it said , to keep their hou ses in 
ord er an d to see to it that there was a 
free traffic in id eas, in clu d in g id eas 
with which they d id n ’t agree. 
Some of the commission ’s com­ 
men ts on the performan ce of the 
press cou ld hav e been written y ester­ 
d ay . Try this: “To attract the max i­ 
mu m au d ien ce, the press emphasizes 
the ex ception al rather than the repre- 


sen tativ e, the sen sation al rather than 
the sign ifican t.” The resu lt, the com­ 
mission said , is that citizen s d o n ot 
get the in formation an d d iscu ssion 
they n eed . 


The press has improv ed in the past 
30 y ears — in qu ality , in sophis­ 
tication an d respon sibility . Nev er­ 
theless, there are man y who will n od 
approv in gly at this sharp warn in g; 
“The press . . . mu st kn ow that its 
fau lts an d errors hav e ceased to be 
priv ate v agaries an d hav e become 
pu blic d an gers.” 
In its recommen d ation s, the com­ 
mission su ggested that an titru st laws 
be u sed sparin gly to break u p large 
commu n ication s u n its. That might be 
said to pred ict presen t efforts to en d 
join t own ership of n ewspapers an d 
telev ision station s. 
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Expert sees conservative 
health plan from Carter

A member of the President’s Advi­ 
sory Committee on National Health 
Insurance predicts the national health 
plan President Carter sends to Con­ 
gress this winter “ will be the plan of 
a fiscal conservative.” 
Charles A. Sanders, general direc­ 
tor of Masachusetts General Hospital 
and a member of the 33-member na­ 
tional advisory panel formed 
last 
April, said the plan advanced by the 
Carter administration is likely in­ 
itially to address only a limited area 
of health care — such as maternal 
and child health — before extending 
to the population at large. 
Such a play “ meshes both in terms 
of needs and politics,” Dr. Sanders 
said, predicting it would be “ a num­ 
ber of years,” perhaps IO or 12, before 
tha nation had a very comprehensive 
program. 
SANDERS’ REM ARKS came as the 
Carter administration began trying to 
elicit the public’s suggestions on th© 
possible format of a national health 
insurance program. Public hearings 
will be conducted in the next four 
weeks by the federal Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
Carter campaigned in 1976 on a 
Democratic platform which advocated 
a universal, mandatory program of 
national health insurance with com­ 
prehensive benefits. He said his pro- 
p o s e d program, to be financed 
through employer and payroll taxes 
as well as general tax revenues, 
would include preset physician fees. 
At one point in the campaign he said 
the plan would be phased in over a 
four-year period, with initial coverage 
going to those “ most in need.” 
Today, the Carter administration is 
saying a plan should “ be phased in as 
rapidly as revenues permit.” The ad­ 
ministration also appears to be back­ 
ing away from campaign rhetoric in 
its definition of crucial issues sur­ 
rounding national health. 
IN A “ STATEMENT OF of issues” 
from HEW Sec. Joseph Califano, the 
following questions are thrown open 
for public debate during the coming 
hearings: 


• What benefits should be provided? 
To what extent should dental care, 
mental health care, drugs, and long­ 
term care be national health insur­ 
ance benefits? 


• Should patients bear part of the 
cost of the program? 


• Should

emptions, coverage, or benefits for 
the poor? 


• How should the plan be financed 
— publicly, privately, or what mix? 


• Should the program be publicly 
or privately operated?

• How should hospitals, doctors and 
other service providers be paid? 
Should fee schedules be established, 
or should professional providers be 
allowed to charge “ usual and cus­ 
tomary” fees? 
THE 
PRESID ENTS 
Advisory 
Committee on National Health Insur­ 
ance will begin “ working sessions” in 
Washington. 
Sanders said several 
plans, differing in substance, would 
emerge from the committee. Mem­ 
bers of the group represent a broad 
range of views on national health in­ 
surance. 
Stressing cost concerns, Sanders 
said starting with a maternal and 
child program would limit initial fi­ 
nancial liability. 
“ If we start with just a segment,” 
he said, “ We have a finite group, easy 
to define, clearly in need, and politi­ 
cally very acceptable. Beginning that 
way we can limit our financial ex­ 
posure and learn the system.” 


Thirty years ago, 13 deep thinkers 
took a look at the state of the Ameri­ 
can press and its prospects for re­ 
maining free. Their verdict on both 
points: not great. 
Headed by Robert M. Hutchins, 
chancellor of the University of Chi­ 
cago, this Commission on Freedom of 
the Press was star-studded. Zechariah 
Chafee Jr., and Harold D. Lasswell, 
professors of law at Harvard and 
Yale; Archibald MacLeish, poet and 
public servant; 
Reinhold Niebuhr, 
philosopher; and Arthur M. Schlesi- 
nger, historian, were members. And 
not a journalist in the lot. 
In its report, “ A Free and Respon­ 
sible Press,” the commission asked: 
“ Is the freedom of the press in dan­ 
ger?” Yes, it said, and it gave three 
reasons. 
FIRST, THE DEVELOPM ENT of 
mass communications has increased 
vastly the importance of the press in 
American life. Second, that same de­ 
velopment had diminished the oppor­ 
tunity to express diverse opinions and 
ideas through the press. And third, 
those who ran the press “ have en­ 
gaged from time to time in practices 
which society condems and which, if 
continued, it inevitably will undertake 
to regulate and control.” 
That was thirty years ago. Many of 
the commission’s findings are of only 
historical interest. The crystal ball 
was, as always, clouded. 
In discussing communications tech­ 
nology, for example, the commission 
was fascinated by the facsimile news­ 
paper — a paper that “ would drop, 
automatically folded, from the home 
radio receiver” — which is about as 
distant today as it was then. At the 
same time, while recognizing that 
television had a bright future, they 
clearly did not anticipate what a force 
it would become in the news business. 
Nevertheless, the commission often 
was on target. Its main concern was 
the concentration of power in the 
press and the restrictive effect this 
had on the free flow of opinion and 
ideas. 
IT NOTED THAT WHEN the First 
Amendment guarantee of a free press 
was written, it was fairly easy for the 
man with something to say to get it 
published. And if he couldn’t find 
someone who would publish his ideas, 
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he didn’t need much capital to start a 
newspaper of his own. 
But as the country grew and mass 
circulation papers came into being the 
situation changed. The volume of each 
media voice rose to a shout, but the 
number of voices in proportion to the 
literate population dwindled. 
That trend was operating when the 
commsssion studied the press, and it 
continues today. The commission was 
concerned that only 117 cities had 
competing daily 
newspapers.

It was the duty of the communications 
lords, it said, to keep their houses in 
order and to see to it that there was a 
free traffic in ideas, including ideas 
with which they didn’t agree. 
Some of the commission’s com­ 
ments on the performance of the 
press could have been written yester­ 
day. Try this: “ To attract the maxi­ 
mum audience, the press emphasizes 
the exceptional rather than the repre- 
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sedative, the sensational rather than 
the significant.” The result, the com­ 
mission said, is that citizens do not 
get the information and discussion 
they need. 


The press has improved in the past 
30 years — in quality, in sophis­ 
tication and responsibility. Never­ 
theless, there are many who will nod 
approvingly at this sharp warning: 
“ The press . . . must know that its 
faults and errors have ceased to be 
private vagaries and have become 
public dangers.” 


In its recommendations, the com­ 
mission suggested that antitrust laws 
be used sparingly to break up large 
communications units. That might be 
said to predict present efforts to end 
joint ownership of newspapers and 
television stations.

They proposed fiv e basic types of 
processes for space manufacturing. 
They include crystal growth, used in 
semi-conductors and the production of 
super-pure materials through ex­ 
tremely high temperatures and ultra 
high v acuum as well as low-tempera- 
ture separations of biological mate­ 
rials such as liv ing cells, serums and 
v accines. 
Also, they said, mixing of materials 
that hav e a tendency to separate 
would be easier along with super cool­ 
ing and preparation of glasses, and 
fluid processing. 
“The total program will probably 
require sev eral decades to fully real­ 
ize commercial production,” they 
said. 
“IT’S ALL POSSIBLE because of 
the space shuttle, scheduled to be op­ 
erational in the early 1980s, and <m 
the space-lab concept. The National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 


has already receiv ed 117 proposed ex­ 
periments from space-related 
in­ 
dustries for its early space shuttle 
missions. 
The second phase, beginning in 1982, 
must deal with limiting the work that 
can ev entually be done in space, 
Hammell and Waltz said, so that the 
last phase can get down to specifics. 
Among the specifics, they said, will 
be the facilities to be used in space. 
Space-laibs, or space-factories, must 
be designed to handle indiv idual prod­ 
ucts. they note also that dominant of 
space by gov ernments will hav e to 
giv e way to “an expanded industrial­ 
ization era.” 
“Space processing will ultimately 
be justified if it can become a source 
of materials not obtainable at com­ 
petitiv e costs on earth,” they said.

dustries for its early space shuttle 
missions. 
The second phase, beginning in 1982, 
must deal with limiting the work that 
can eventually be done in space, 
Hammell and Waltz said, so that the 
last phase can get down to specifics. 
Among the specifics, they said, will 
be the facilities to be used in space. 
Space-labs, or space-factories, must 
be designed to handle individual prod­ 
ucts. they note also that dominance of 
space by governments will have to 
give way to “an expanded industrial­ 
ization era.” 
“Space processing will ultimately 
be justified if it can become a source 
of materials not obtainable at com­ 
petitive costs on earth,” they said. 
One such product would be the en­ 
zyme urokinase. 
Urokinase is used in the treatment 
of blood clots and the scientists said it 
has the potential of preventing 50,000 
deaths per year in the United States 
alone. 
It is in very limited supply and 
costs about $1,000 per dose. 
An experiment aboard the Apollo-So- 
yez flight was encouraging, showing 
that one fraction of the cells sepa­ 
rated in the experiment produced six 
times more of the valuable enzyme 
than had been possible in ground- 
based cultures. 
SIMILAR EXPERIMENTS in rib­ 
bon silicon used in integrated circuits 
and in ultra pure optics also show ex­ 
ceptional costeffectiveness, they said. 
A production development labora­ 
tory will be the first step in space 
hardware to manufacture products, 


the two scientists said. 
It would be transported to orbit by 
the shuttle and would be limited by 
the shuttle’s cargo capability, they en­ 
vision a 2.6 meter compartment for 
controls added to a spacelab length of 
5.4 meters. The diameter would be 
4.26 meters. 
It would be semi-automatic in that 
it would have its own power dis­ 
tribution, heat controls and command 
controls system, but would hook up 
the shuttle-orbiter for other services 
including additional power, computers 
and level control. 
They said a crew of three would 
have to work in the lab for periods of 
30 to 90 days. 
OVERALL, Hammell and Waltz 
said, the highest objective of the con­ 
cept of manufacturing in space would 
be to develop capability to deliver 
useful products to the marketplace to 
satisfy critical demands. 
Industry on earth has accumulated 
about 300 years of experience, they 
said, and since there will be close sim­ 
ilarities between ground-based and or­ 
bital manufacturing, planners must 
seek the advice and know-how of 
ground-based industry. 
But the major question is whether 
manufacturing in space can be profit­ 
able. The research itself “will not bo 
exorbitantly expensive,” they said. 
Current NASA funding for such re­ 
search is between $4-million and $5- 
million per year with industry adding 
about $2 million more. 
But government funding of between 
$30-million and $50-million will be 
needed through the next decade in ad­ 
dition to shuttle flights, operations 
and mission control costs, they said. 


Could help retired home owners 
Take a look at reverse mortgage 


NEW YORK — If you’ve never 
heard the term “reverse mortgage” 
it’s time you did, because you’re go­ 
ing to hear more of it. This is a new 
loan plan directed at older people, re­ 
tired or soon to retire. If the initial 
experiments succeed, reverse mort­ 
gages will be widespread by the time 
most of you start thinking about how 
to live when the paychecks stop. 
The reverse mortgage was devel­ 
oped to help retired people keep their 
homes, despite the fact that their in­ 
come had dropped. Here’s how the 
plan works: 
Assume you're retired, own your 
own home, but are short on income. 
Your home is worth $60,000. In order 
to get at that money, however, you’d 
have to sell the house and move into a 
smaller house or apartment, which 
you don't want. Is there some other 
way of tapping that cash? 
ENTER THE reverse mortgage. 
The lender gives you a mortgage on 
your home. But instead of giving you 
all the cash at once, he sends* it in 
monthly amounts over a certain peri­ 
od of time. You use those loan pro­ 
ceeds as if they were extra income. 
Once the entire sum is paid out, the 
monthly checks stop and you begin re­ 
paying the loan. If you can’t afford 
the payments you sell your house 
(which has probably increased in val­ 
ue) and repay the entire mortgage all 
at once. Your gamble is that you’ll

then have enough money left over to 
pay for housing the rest of your life. 
Reverse mortgages are being pio­ 
neered in the Cleveland, Ohio, area by 
the Broadview Savings and Loan. Arlo 
M. Smith, Broadview’s vice pres­ 
ident, gives this example of how 
the money flows: 
On a $60,000 home you could get a 
reverse mortgage of up to 80 per cent, 
or $48,000, at 9 per cent true interest. 
You can receive that $48,000 in month­ 
ly payments over five, seven, or ten 
years. The five-year payout gives the 
highest monthly check. But if your 
aim is to put off the day when you’ll 
have to sell the house, you might pre­ 
fer a 10-year payout. 
EVERY MONTH, you get both a 
check and a bill. The check is for 
your monthly portion of the mortgage 
loan. The bill is for interest on the 
loan proceeds you’ve already re­ 
ceived, plus property taxes and insur­ 
ance. The interest payment rises ev­ 
ery month, but so does the check you 


receive. On a five-year payout, the 
amount of spendable extra money you 
gain from the loan every month aver­ 
ages around $555; on a seven-year 
payout, it’s $365, on a 10-year payout, 
$211. 
Broadview’s brochures call these 
monthly checks “tax free income,” 
which is misleading. “Technically, it’s 
not income,” Smith agrees. It’s im­ 
portant to realize that you’re getting 
those checks by taking a 30-year loan, 
which has to be repaid. 
If you borrow $48,000 over five 
years, you’ll owe the S&L a monthly 
payment of $470 starting in the sixth 
year. After a 10-year payout, the 
monthly payment would be $498. De­ 
pending on how much your home has 
gone up in value, the savings and loan 
might renew the loan for a little long­ 
er, but it’s net guaranteed. 
Here’s the question you have to ask 
yourself: When you retire, do you 
really want to assume a large mort­ 
gage debt, in order to pay expenses or 
finance travel? Especially if the only 
way you can pay the debt off is to sell 


your house? The proceeds from the 
loan will keep you in your home for a 
few years more. But when you finally 
sell, repay the mortgage and pay a 
capital gains tax, you may well net 
less cash than you would if you sold 
today — possibly quite a bit less. Will 
it be enough to pay for substitute 
housing? 
You’re gambling on the future trend 
in house prices. If values continue to 
rise rapidly, your cash position might 
be adequate after the sale. You’d be 
older, so a smaller lump sum could 
see you through. But if the value of 
your house doesn’t increase enough, 
there could be trouble. 
If you can’t afford your home after 
retirement, you might do better by 
scaling down 
immediately, 
rather 
than overspending your income and 
taking a loan to make up the deficit. 
But if staying in that house is more 
important than anything, and you’re 
willing to take the financial risks, a 
reverse mortgage is something to look 
at.

City still hub of economic activity 


PITTSBURGH 
(UPI) 
- Larger 
cities once knew their size alone 
would attract new business and in­ 
dustry, but recent promotional cam­ 
paigns 
for 
suburban 
areas 
have 
forced the cities to think about selling 
themselves. 
Pittsburgh City Development Direc­ 
tor Ed De Luca has been charged 
with convincing company heads that 
cities remain the best location for de­ 
velopment, despite their well-publi­ 
cized problems. 
“Years ago, because a business lo­ 
cated in New York City it could at­ 
tract anyone. Today that is seen as 
detrimental,” De Luca explained. 
“But the city is still the place where 
the action is, the hub of economic ac­ 
tivity.” 


HE SEES THE TENDENCY 
of 
businesses to move to suburban loca­ 
tions 
as 
understandable in 
some 
cases, but fears too many are over­ 
looking the other side of the question. 
He cites the obvious disadvantages 
stemming from out-of-the-way loca­ 
tions, but also offers a convincing the­ 
ory: “In the suburbs, executives lose 


touch with other executives, they be­ 
come inbred.” 
De Luca was recruited to Pitts­ 
burgh a little over six months ago 
from a similar job in Baltimore and is 
filling a position he said has been 
“needed fen* a long time.” 
In attracting business and industry, 
which means attracting more jobs 
and tax revenue, De Luca fights the 
image cities have developed as cen­ 
ters of crime, contest ion and pollu­ 
tion. 


IN ADDITION, he also battles “ex­ 
ecutive whimsy” — the tendency of 
some industry heads to locate in a 
certain suburb because it’s close to 
their homes, or their country clubs. 
To sell urban expansion, he reminds 
executives of features like large labor 
pools, good routeways (highways and 
railroads), and in the case of Pitts­ 
burgh, a friendly city administration. 
As “enticements,” over and above 
normal urban advantages, he and oth­ 
ers in Ms field offer financial in­ 
centives in the form of tax breaks, 
training program subsidies or land 
discounts. 


HIS JOB INCLUDES keeping an 
eye on the state and city lawmakers, 
promoting incentives for industry and 
business and lobbying against laws 
that will scare them away. 
“The big qquestion is whether locat­ 
ing heer in Pittsburgh will help to in­ 
crease bottom line profits,” he said. 
“Pennsylvania has a bad name for 


squeezing the businessman.” 
He is convinced that for many 
firms, cities remain the most profit­ 
able location; but not only industry 
comes out ahead. 
“People have to remember that if 
the cities die, the suburbs die, too,” 
he said. “So the cities have to remain 
strong.”

The doctor says 


Body fat depends 
on diet and exercise 


I have been unable to find a proper value of triglycerides any­ 
where. What is the normal am ount? 


It depends upon the method and the state of the patient when 
studied. In general if the patient is in the fasting state — not 
having eaten for at least 12 hours — the level should be below 150 
milligrams in IOO milliliters of blood. 
Remember that triglycerides are simply fats. The amount of fat 
in the blood varies greatly with what you have eaten recently. Fat 
is slowly absorbed and slowly cleared from the blood stream com­ 
pared to sugar. It is much more affected by a recent meal than 
your cholesterol level. One reason you are having trouble finding 
norma! values is because of its variability. 
The triglyceride level will also fall if you exercise vigorously. 
The amount of exercise in the preceding 48 hours may affect your 
triglyceride level. 
The triglyceride level alone has not been found to be as useful as 
tile cholesterol level in predicting the risk of heart attacks. 
When the size of the particles formed by the triglyceride-choles- 
terol combination is considered, the risk calculation for people 
more than 50 can be improved. In that age group the amounts of 
particles of different sizes become more important than the choles­ 
terol level alone. 


As a young child I acquired a habit of putting my forefinger in 
my navel and digging as a way of going to sleep at night. When I 
was about IO and in the hospital with pneumonia a young nurse 
told me if I didn’t stop doing that I would get cancer. This has 
plagued me day and night. I might add that I didn’t stop doing 
this. I am now a mature woman of 57 and the mother of IO healthy 
children.

I am so worried because I have strange feelings and shooting 
sensations around my navel and the lower part of my body. My 
doctor says you can’t get cancer of the navel. Could you give me 
your views on Mrs? I’m so frightened of the disease but I don’t 
understand cancer at all. 


Your letter is a good example of why people should never try to 
change a child’s habits by frightening them of some dire con­ 
sequence, other than a good paddling if warranted. That young 
nurse unwittingly planted the seed for you to use in responding to 
your anxiety reactions. 
No, no, no, fingering your navel will not cause cancer. Cancer is 
simply cell growth that has gone berserk allowing uncontrolled 
abnormal growth. For example, liver cancer is a rapid dis­ 
organized growth of liver cells. Many factors can stimulate the 
wild growth. 
W hy don t you ask your doctor to have you see a psychiatrist for 
some professional counseling. If you can get at the root of your 
real anxiety then its manifestation, excessive fear of cancer, may 
be controlled.

The only patterns with elastic waist­ 
bands I can find are for pants. —

Dear Evelyn: It is very simple to 
apply elastic to a skirt instead of a 
conventional waistband providing the 
fabric is suitable. Your fabric should 
be lightweight and soft to avoid ex­ 
cess bulk. Also, be sure you really 
want elastic. Most knit pants are con­ 
structed with elastic waistbands be­ 


cause women usually wear over­ 
blouses or sweaters with them, and if 
you wear a tuck-in blouse with a skirt, 
you might not like the gathers and ex­ 
cess bulkiness. 
To make an elastic waistband on 
your skirt, eliminate the darts a* the 
waist, add at least an inch In length 
for the turnover of your casing and 
insert non-roll elastic in the casing. 
Try your skirt on after you have ar­ 
ranged the ease evenly and see if it 
fits the way you want. (You may want 
to adjust your ease to flatter your 
body.) 
After the ease is adjusted, sew ver­ 
tically through the elastic and the cas­ 
ing, in four equal spots to keep the 
ease where you w ant it and to keep 
the elastic from rolling over.

Dear Sharon: Qiana is a trade 
name for a Dupont nylon that is wo­ 
ven into many types of fabric. It has 
a very silky hand and is often con­ 
fused with silk. It doesn’t wrinkle, 
usually, doesn’t need dry cleaning, is 
always washable and doesn’t require 
extra techniques in stitching if you 
understand that it is a synthetic. 
Qiana won’t press sharp and flat 
like natural fibers, so don’t over­ 
press. Qiana often requires a little ex­ 
tra care in stitching, so it might be a 
good idea to experiment on scraps of 
your fabric before you begin your 


garment. Never use too small a 
stitch or tension that is too tight. 
As to the machine needle, you 
would follow the same rules as with 
any fabric — for knits, use a ballpoint 
needle; for wovens, use your regular- 
type needle.

Za mo ra tria l: una nswered q uestio ns 


Putting telev ision on trial isn’t easy , it isn’t popu­ 
lar and it may not ev er be possible, but it certainly 
does make headlines. 
Last week’s murder trial of 15-y ear-old Ronald Za­ 
mora in Miami, which ended in a guilty v erdict, is a 
case in point. Zamora was conv icted of fatally shoot­ 
ing Elinor Haggart, 82, his widowed neighbor, when 
she caught him ami his friend ransacking her home. 
The two allegedly made off with $415 in cask in the 
v ictim’s 1972 Buick, only to turn themselv es in to 
police four day s later. Zamora’s friend will stand 
trial separately . 
Zamora’s defense attorney tried to prov e his client 
was innocent because “ he suffered and acted under 
the influence of prolonged, intense, inv oluntary , sub­ 
liminal telv ision intox ication.” 
Zamora was unable to remov e himself from the 
fantasy world of “ Kojak,” “ Starsky and Hutch” and 
“ Baretta,” his fav orite telev ision shows, and so 
“ pulling the trigger became as common to him as 
killing a fly ,” Rubin said. 
Although he has lost the first round, the attorney 
intends to pursue his argument in the Florida Su­ 
preme Court and ev en in the U.S. Supreme Court if 
necessary on the grounds that the presiding judge 
refused testimony from a key defense psy chologist 
because it would deal only with general speculation 
on the effects of telev ision and not as it pertained 
specifically to Zamora. 
Alth o u g h Ru b in h as b een u n su ccessfu l in p u ttin g 
“telev isio n o n trial,” as h e o rig in ally h ad in ten d ed , 
the Miami proceedings hav e been noteworthy . 
In an ironic twist, Mami’s public broadcating sta­ 
tion has been telev ising the proceedings as part of a 
first-time Florida Supreme Court ex periment in 
broadcasting criminal trials. The consequences of 
the ex ercise may hav e some interesting influence on 
the future of allowing camera and telev isiwi equip­ 
ment to record courtroom action. 
But, more importantly , the Zamora trial has in­ 
duced those on both sides of the age-old argument to 
reflect on the possible deadly and negativ e in­ 
fluences telev ision can hav e. 
The question of telev ision’s impact on human 
thought and action need not be reserv ed for those 
who mov e in medical circles since we are all a part 
of the telev ision ex perience, whether we produce it, 
star in it or watch it. 
The premise that a filmed news ev ent that is part 
of a newscast or a telev ision drama can prompt a 
v iewer of weak mind and will to commit a criminal 
act is frightening. 
But, as recently as last month in Hartford City , 
Ind., an accused murderer testified that he and a 
friend were inv olv ed in the killing of four brothers 
shortly after seeing a telev ision dramatization of the 
Charles Manson murders. 
There hav e been countless such incidents cited in 
the news — a gunman holds a family hostage or a 
y outh goes on a shooting spree, both after being 
stimulated by something they saw on telev ision. 
It’s a safe bet without the benefit of psy chological 
ex pertise, to say telev ision influences our thoughts 
and action as much as films, books and other people. 
In fact, telev ision is the most popular, widely used 
stimulus of them all. 
Yet the questions remain: 
Can telev ision programmers afford to concern 


themselv es with how ev ery v iewer possibly might 
react to what they see? 
Can parents possibly screen ev ery thing on tele­ 
v ision before they decide what to allow their children 
to watch? 
Can v iewers be ex pected to distinguish the fantasy 
of telev ision from the reality of life and react to 
what they see on telev ision in a responsible mariner? 
Those questions aren’t likely to be answered in a 
court of law if ev er. But, there isn’t a telev ision 
programmer or v iewer in this country who can af­ 
ford not to striv e to find the answers.

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Accomplished muralist 
returns to a past triumph

With the tip of his brush, Tony 
Heinsbergen heightened the ecstatic 
flush on the cheek of an allegorical 
maiden representing joy , then drew 
back to get the effect. 
He couldn’t draw back v ery far, be­ 
cause the scaffolding was narrow and 
toe theater floor was 70 feet below. 
That didn’t bother Tony , who had 
spent most of hds career iq> in the air. 
But people watching from the balcony 
and orchestra were mighty nerv ous 
about the 8 2-y ear-old artist working so 
nonchalantly on the 6 0-foot-wide dome 
mural, and he didn’t want to worry 
them any more than necessary . 
“ Sev en hundred and fifty -one,” he 
mumbled to himself, then wondered, 
“ or is it sev en fifty two?” Anthony B. 
Heinsbergen shrugged; it really didn’t 
matter th^ much. But he had painted 
the murals for this same theater, the 
Orpheum in Vancouv er, British Co­ 
lumbia, when it was constructed in 
1927, and now he was doing the job 
again in 1977, as the Orpheum was 
being restored from a derelict old 
mov ie palace to a new concert ball, 
home of .the Vancouv er Sy mphony Or­ 
chestra. 
HE SETTLED FOR the smaller fig­ 
ure. Since he began painting mov ie 
palace murals about 1914, which 
coincidentally was the beginning of 
that era in the history of American 
films, he had done a total of 751 such 
ornate structures. In fact, Tony Heins­ 
bergen has outliv ed that era. He and 
his assistants did six or sev wi theater 
murals between 1960 and 1964, and 
that was about the end of it. 
Of course, the Grpheum job, which 
iMought him to Vancouv er for two 
months last winter was special, for 
sentimental reasons, among others. 
Bom in Holland, Tony had decided 
early that he wanted to be an artist, 
and was apprenticed to a painter in 
Haarlem at the age of 11. Two y ears 
later, on his 13th birthday , he arriv ed 
with his mother, sister and brother in 
Los Angeles where his father, who 
had come some time earlier, had al­ 
ready secured the lad a job, again as 
a painter’s apprentice. 
At 18, Tony decided to leav e home. 
“ Los Angeles was in the dumps at 
that time,” he recalls, “ but Seattle 
was booming. After working in Seattle 
for about a y ear for a firm of decora­ 
tors, I called on a man named Bell, 
who specialized in theater decoration. 
I unrolled my samples on the floor of 
his office and when he had seen about 
half of them he said: ‘that’s enough. 
You go to Portland tonight and start 
the Orpheum theater there.’ 
“ FOUR YEARS LATER I went Mo 
business for my seif and was working 
in Spokane when I met this wonderful, 
tiny little girl, Nedith, and 16 day s lat­ 
er we were married there on the night 
the theat« : I had been working on 
opened. 
“ We drov e to Vancouv er — it took 
three day s then — and had a 10-week 
honey moon while I was working on 
the orginal Orpheum theatre there. 

So I hav e a warm 
feeling fo e Vancouv er, also for all of 
Canada, because Nedith — still as 
wonderful as ev er if not more so — 
was bom in Nov a Scotia. 
“ When the *new’ Orpheum was 
being built in Vancouv er in 1927, they 
asked me to do the miu*als for it, so 
back we came. Meanwhfle we had es­ 
tablished our home in Los Angeles. 
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THE MICHELANGLO of movie hous es is romantical about his work. 
He depicts life as it s hould have been rather than as it is . 


And when they asked me to re-do the 
Orp h eu m mu rals ag ain th is y ear — 
well, ev en though I retired fro m this 
sort of work in 1970 — although I still 
do a lot of easel painting and it sells 
v ery well - - 1 couldn’t refuse.” 
It’s hardly surprising that an artist 
who has been ly rically in lov e with 
the same “ little girl” for 59 wedded 
y ears should be romantically inclined 
in his work. Like the Holly wood mov ­ 
ies that were sliown in the ornate au­ 
ditoriums he painted, Tony ’s imagery 
depicted life not so much as it was 
but as it should hav e been 
and 
should be. 


IN A HEINSBERGER mural, the 
girls are lissome and lov ely , airily un- 
selfconsious in their partial nudity . 
Ev en if the scene or allegory requires 
one or two of them to show the darker 
emotions ■— indignation, pain or woe 
— they manage to do it gracefully . 
Howev er, the emotions usually are the 
ones apt to stir a happy or hopeful 
response in the v iewer’s breast. 
The men, too, gladden the ey e. A 
hero might be djring, or at least suf­ 
fering his wounds, but his posture still 
reflects the elegance of his station, 
the splendor of his moral spirit. 
None of this can be taken as 
incontrov ertible ev idence that the art­ 
ist himself is unrealistic. But the lens 
of his own nature is bright enthusiasm 
and contentment generate his talent, 
just as anguish and anger sometimes 
seemed to trigger Goy a’s. 
Tony Heinsbergen is a sweet guy 
who aihv ay s has wanted people to feel 
good when they walk into any building 
he has decorated. They did, and de­ 
spite the more austere tas^ which 
prev ail today , they still do. 


THE CANVASES for the Orpheum 
restoration in Vancouv er were painted 
in Heinsbergen’s Los Angeles studio, 
brought to the Canadian prov incial 
capital and applied to the interior of 
the dome with a mix ture that the art­ 
ist will not rev eal, but which be ad­ 
mits does contain molasses and flour. 
After apply ing the canv ases, be and 


his two assistants spent ov er two 
months on the scaffold, filling in and 
finishing the mural. 


In a continuity of allegorical scenes 
it depicts the nobler emotions, with 
lov ely women, v irile men and a quar 
tet of delightful little girls modelled, 
he ex plains, on the four daughters of 
one of his friends. 


Heinsbergen regrets the austerity of 
most contemporary archietctural dec­ 
oration. 


“ I don’t mean that all buildings 
should look like the old mov ie pal­ 
aces,” he concedes. “ But architecture 
has taken a v ery cold approach and 
now hardly any thing is left of the aes­ 
thetics. In fact, with most of today ’s 
buildings, why get an architect? You 
just need an engineer to build a 
square box with so many openings for 
windows. But my son, who designs 
banks, manages to giv e them — mod­ 
em design, y es, but with a little bit of 
flair, the classical background, and a 
little bit of the romance of the earlier 
day s. J ust a touch of nostalgia.

Zamora trial: unanswered questions 


Putting television on trial isn’t easy, it isn’t popu­ 
lar and it may not ever be possible, but it certainly 
does make hemlines. 
Last week’s murder trial of 15-year-old Ronald Za­ 
mora in Miami, which ended in a guilty verdict, is a 
case in point. Zamora was convicted of fatally shoot­ 
ing Elinor Haggart, 82, his widowed neighbor, when 
she caught him and his friend ransacking her home. 
The two allegedly made off with $415 in cash in the 
victim’s 1972 Buick, only to turn themselves in to 
police four days later. Zamora’s friend will stand 
trial separately. 
Zamora’s defense attorney tried to prove his client 
was innocent because “he suffered and acted under 
the influence of prolonged, intense, involuntary, sub­ 
liminal telvision intoxication.’’ 
Zamora was unable to remove himself from the 
fantasy world of “Kojak,’’ “Starsky and Hutch” and 
“Baretta,” his favorite television shows, and so 
“pulling the trigger became as common to him as 
killing a fly,” Rubin said. 
Although he has lost the first round, the attorney 
intends to pursue his argument in the Ftorida Su­ 
preme Court and even in the U.S. Supreme Court if 
necessary on the grounds that the presiding judge 
refused testimony from a key defense psychologist 
because it would deal only with general speculation 
on the effects of television and not as it pertained 
specifically to Zamora. 
Although Rubin has been unsuccessful in putting 
“television on trial,” as he originally had intended, 
the Miami proceedings have been noteworthy. 
In an ironic twist, Miami’s public broadcating sta­ 
tion has been televising the [X'oceedings as part of a 
first-time Florida SuiM*eme Court experiment in 
broadcasting criminal trials. The consequences of 
the exercise may have some interesting influence on 
the future of allowing camera and television equip­ 
ment to record courtroom action. 
But, more importantly, the Zamora trial has in­ 
duced those on l^ h sides of the age-old argument to 
reflect on the possible deadly and negative in­ 
fluences televisicm can have. 
The question of television’s impact on human 
thought and action need not be reserved for those 
who move in medical circles since we are all a part 
of the television experience, whether we produce it, 
star in it or watch it. 
The premise that a filmed news event that is part 
of a newscast or a televisiwi drama can prompt a 
viewer of weak mind and will to commit a criminal 
act is frightening. 
But, as recently as last month in Hartford City, 
Ind., an accused murderer testified that he and a 
friend were involved in the killing of four brothers 
shortly after seeing a television dramatization of the 
Charles Manson murders. 
There have been countless such incidents cited in 
the news — a gunman holds a family hostage or a 
youth goes on a shooting spree, both after being 
stimulated by something they saw on television. 
Ifs a safe bet without the benefit of psychological 
expertise, to say television influences our thoughts 
and action as much as films, books and other people. 
In fact, television is the most popular, widely used 
stimulus of them all. 
Yet the questions remain: 
Can television programmers afford to concern 


themselves with how every viewer possibly might 
react to what they see? 
Can parents possibly screen everything on tele­ 
vision before they decide what to allow their children 
to watch? 
Can viewers be expected to distinguish the fantasy 
of television from the reality of life and react to 
what they see on television in a responsible manner? 
Those questions aren’t likely to be answered in a 
court of law if ever. But, there isn’t a television 
programmer or viewer in this country who can af­ 
ford not to strive to find the answers.

HE SETTLED FOR the smaller fig­ 
ure. Since he began painting movie 
palace murals about 1914, which 
coincidentally was the beginning of 
that era in the history of American 
films, he had done a total of 751 such 
ornate structures. In fact. Tony Heins­ 
bergen has outlived that era. He and 
his assistants did six or seven theater 
murals between 1960 and 1964, and 
that was about the end of it. 
Of course, the Orpheum job, which 
brought him to Vancouver for two 
months last winter was special, for 
sentimental reasons, among others. 
Bom in Holland, Tony had decided 
early that he wanted to be an artist, 
and was apprenticed to a painter in 
Haarlem at the age of ll. Two years 
later, on his 13th birthday, he arrived 
with his mother, sister and brother in 
Los Angeles where his father, who 
had come some time earlier, had al­ 
ready secured the lad a job, again as 
a painter’s apprentice. 
At 18, Tony decided to leave home. 
“Los Angeles was in the dumps at 
that time,” he recalls, “but Seattle 
was booming. After working in Seattle 
for about a year for a firm of decora­ 
tors, I called on a man named Bell, 
who specialized in theater decoration. 
I unrolled my samples on the floor of 
his office and when he had seen about 
half of them he said: That’s enough. 
You go to Portland tonight and start 
the Orpheum theater there.’ 
“FOUR YEARS LATER I went into 
business for myself and was working 
in Spokane when I met this wonderful, 
tiny little girl, Nedith, and 16 days lat­ 
er we were married there on the night 
the theater I had been working on 
<^>en€d. 
“We drove to Vancouver — it took 
three days thai — and had a 10-week 
honeymoai while I was woiicing on 
the orginal Orpheum theatre there. 
Tliat was in 1918. So I have a warm 
feeling for Vancouver, also for all of 
Canada, because Nedith — still as 
wonderful as ever if not more so — 
was bora in Nova Scotia. 
“When the ‘new’ Orpheum was 
being built in Vancouver in 1927, they 
asked me to do the murals for it, so 
back we came. MeanwhUe we had es­ 
tablished our home in Los Angeles.

And when they asked me to re-do the 
Orpheum murals again this year — 
well, even though I retired from this 
sort of work in 1970 — although I still 
do a lot of easel painting and it sells 
very well — I couldn’t refuse.” 
Ifs hardly surprising that an artist 
who has been lyrically in love with 
the same “little girl” for 59 wedded 
years should be romantically inclined 
in his work. Like the HollyWxl mov­ 
ies that were sliown in the ornate au­ 
ditoriums he painted, Tony’s imagery 
depicted life not so much as it was 
but as it should have been — and 
should be. 


IN A HEINSBERGER mural, the 
girls are lissome and lovely, airily un- 
selfconsious in their partial nudity. 
Even if the scene or allegory requires 
one or two of them to show the darker 
emotions — indignation, pain or woe 
— they manage to do it gracefully. 
However, the emotions usually are the 
ones apt to stir a happy or hopeful 
response in the viewer’s brea^. 
The men, too, gladden the eye. A 
hero might be dying, or at least suf­ 
fering his wounds, but his posture still 
reflects the elegance of his station, 
the splendor of bis moral spirit. 
None of this can be taken as 
incontrovertible evidence that the art­ 
ist himself is unrealistic. But the lens 
of his own nature is bright enthusiasm 
and contentment generate his talent, 
just as anguish and anger sometimes 
seemed to trigger Goya’s. 
Tony Heinsbergen is a sweet guy 
who always has wanted people to feel 
good when they walk Into any building 
he has decorated. They did, and de­ 
spite the more austere tastes which 
prevail today, they still do. 


THE CANVASES for the O n^um 
restoration in Vancouver were painted 
in Heinsbergen’s Los Angeles studio, 
brought to the Canadian iMX)Vincial 
capital and applied to the interior of 
the dome with a mixture that the art­ 
ist will not reveal, but which he ad­ 
mits does contain molasses and flour. 
After applying the canvases, he and 


his two assistants spent over two 
months on tte scaffold, filling in and 
finishing the mural. 
In a continuity of allegorical scenes 
it depicts the nobler emotions, with 
lovely women, virile men and a quar 
tet of deli^itful little girls modelled, 
he explains, on the four daughters of 
one of his friends. 
Heinsbergen regrets the austerity of 
most contemporary archietctural dec­ 
oration. 
“I don’t mean that all buildings 
should look like the old movie pal­ 
aces,” he concedes. “But architecture 
has taken a very cold approach and 
now hardly anything is left of the aes­ 
thetics. In fact, with most of today’s 
buildings, why get an architect? You 
just need an engineer to build a 
square box with so many openings for 
windows. But my son, who designs 
banks, manages to give them — mod­ 
em design, yes, but with a little bit of 
flair, the classical background, and a 
little bit of the romance of the earlier 
days. Just a touch of nostalgia.**

The New York Yankees, down but 
never out through eight tension-packed 
innings, bounced off the floor in the 
ninth Sunday night and stunned the 
Kansas City Royals, 5-3, to win their 
second 
straight 
American League 
pennant. 
It marked the second year in a row 
the Yankees rallied in the ninth to de­ 
liver the knockout blow to the Royals 
in the decisive fifth game. Chris 
Chambliss homered in the ninth in­ 
ning last year to win it for New York. 
The Royals, seeking their first AL 


pennant, seeminly had the game 
wrapped up when they took a 3-2 lead 
into the ninth and brought in their 
best pitcher, Dennis Leonard, to pitch 
the final inning. But Paul Blair led off 
the ninth with a single and Leonard 
then walked pinch hitter Roy White on 
a 3-2 pitch. 
Royals manager Whitey Herzog 
then made a move that will be sec­ 
ond-guessed through the long winter 
months to come when he replaced 
Leonard with left hander Larry Gura. 
Gura had been roughed up by the 


Yankees in their 7-2 triumph Saturday 
which had tied the series, and Mickey 
Rivers promptly greeted him with a 
sharp single to center* which tied the 
score. 
Mark Litten, who gave up Chamb­ 
liss’ home run a year ago, then re­ 
placed Gura and Willie Randolph put 
the Yankees ahead with a long sacri­ 
fice fly to center. After Thurman 
Munson grounded out, the Yankees 
scored a key insurance run when 
George Brett picked up Lou Piniella’s 
grounder and threw it over the head 


of first baseman Pete LaCock as the 
fifth run scored.

Because distances in space are too 
v ast to be m easured conveniently in 
m iles, astronom ers use both the astro­ 
nomical unit and the light-year. The 
astronom ical unit is the average dis­ 
tance between earth and the sun: 93 
million miles. Pluto, the m ost distant 
planet, is said to be about 40 astronom i­ 
cal units from the sun. 
F arth er out into space the light-year 
is used. Some stars are 300 light-years 
away.
